Notes On The 
Town Sewage 
System. 


We have from time to time, beta 
requested to publish information as to 
the progress and prospects of the lo- 
cal sewage project. Little definite infor- 
mation has been available. However we 
received the follawing details from 
Councillor Wallace this week, and pass 
them on to our readers: 

1. By freeze-up we expect to have 
completed the sewer line up 8th Street 
to 6th Avenue, down 3rd Avenue to 
Main Street, down 2nd Avenue from 
8th Street to Main Street and the full 
length of Main Street. This will be 
in operation. 

2. Possibility of water line from the 
corner of 4th Avenue ol Main to the 
Arena. 

3. A man will call on rectdente ahead 
of the construction to sign them up 
and arrange for connection to the 
system. A refundable $3.00 application 
and meter fee will be collected at Saas 
time. 

4. Approximate cost of connecting 
up appears to be about $1.25 a foot for 
both pipes, exclusive of ditching. 

6. Costs will be about as follows: 

a. Frontage tax of $10.00 for a 50- 
foot lot whether you connect up or not. 

br Water service rate, of $2.60 a 

* month (if you conhect up). 

©. Sewer rate of $1.60 a month (if 

you connect up). 

The balance of the system will be 
completed by next fall.

F. E. Henton 


Services for Frank BE. Henton, 79, 
were conducted at Blake Chapel, Oro- 
fino, Idalio at 11 a.m.

Mr. Henton was born December 16, 
1869 at Plattsmouth, Nebr., and moved 
to Idaho in 1898. He homesteaded at 
Lenore in the early days. of Idaho 
settlement and’ spent some time freigh 
ting in the Clearwater Valley. 

After the death of his wifé in 1903, 


he and his children returned to «his 


father’s home at York, Nebr. 

Mr. Henton remarriead in January 
1907, and in March the pioneer spirit, 
again knocked at his door and he mov- 
ed his family to Alberta, Canada, tak- 
ing a homestead in the Oxville, and 
Paradise Valley district, He helped to 
get schools, telephones, roads in this 
neighborhood.

LOW GRADE GRAIN 
There has been a lot of low  gradé 
grain threshed fall. It will pay far 
better to feed grain through live- 
jthan to put it on the market.

FORAGE CROP SEEDS 

The Alberta Department of Agricul- 
ture has discontinued its forage crop 
seed policy that it has carried the last 
féw years. This means that seed for 
pastures and hay must ‘be ‘obtained 
from commercial ‘need houses in 1950. 
There will be no further orders hand- 
je@ through this Office. Some seed is 
still obtainable through this policy 
this fall, for anyone wishing it for fall 
planting or to hold ever till spring. 


ICE WELLS 

Ice wells or ice houses on the farm 
serve the same purpose as an electric 
refrigerator does in town. Spoiling of 
fruit, meat and vegetables can be pre- 
vented by the use of ice that has 
been stored in the winter for use in 
the summer. There is little actual ex- 
pense connected with the construction 
of ice wells or icé houses, Circulars 
are available in this office. 


EQUIPMENT FOR 
HAYING, ENSILING 


In a thorough study of equipment 
for harvesting hay and silage, W. 
Kalbfieisch, Agricultural Engineer at 
‘the Central Experimental Farm, Ot- 
tawa, says that forage crops may be 
harvested as dry hay or as eilage by 
many different methods and by means 
of various types of equipmient. 

There is no single method or group 
of machines which is suitable for all 
farms and all conditions of operation. 
The system used in harvesting will 
depend primarily on the amount _ of 
hay harvested, Investment in equip: 
ment, climatic conditions, man labour 
requirements; storage methods and 
location, topography of the land ana 
on many other ‘factors. 

Cutting and’ raking the crop doses 
rot present so many problems as in 
curing and transferring the crop to 
storage, he says. The hand loading 
method is costly in manyal labour, 
while the investment in equipment is 
low. With combination harvesters 
much less heavy manual labour is ‘re- 
large investment in 
equipment de necessary. | \ 

To economically harvest a crop it is 
extremely important that labour be 
used efficiently and that equipment 
be properly maintained. Some farmers 

arvest twice as much hay as others 
even. though they use the same crew 
and method. 

Machinery, where it can be used 
satisfactorily, efficiently and econom- 


ically, will aid in harvesting by reduc-’ 


ing heavy manual labour which’ is 


normally required, by increasing the 
speed of operations and by lowering 
the cost per ton in collecting the crop.

loose glass’ and broken putty are |not 
highly. efficient: in .keeping out wihter 
blasts. | 
When using putty there are a tew 
things to remember if the job is to be 
well done. Putty applied to frosty, wet 
or dirty sash is not going to form a 
good bond. It is important to see that 
the sash is dry and that all dirt and 
dried-out putty is brushed away. If 
the glass is loose, fix firmly with clips 
or glazing points. Use sufficient pres- 
sure with the knife to make good con- 
tact between the putty and the sash. 
When painting, ‘the paint should lap 
slightly onto the glass. This assures a 
tight seal at the all-important edge 
where rain and damp is likely to seep 
under the putty. 

If glass has to. be replaced, use a 
liberal ribbon of putty all around the 
Inside of the gash. A thin continuous 
ribbon should Ooze up around the 
glass when pressure is applied, indi- 
cating a complete bond between sash 
and glass. Hach pane should be held 
firmly in place with sufficient glazing 
points before puttying-up bas outside 
of the sash. 

And remember .too, that water va- 
pour in a heated or tightly closed 
building condenses on the interior 
surfaces of cold sash. This condition Is 
a well-known cause for failure of 
work done in. the late fall and winter. 
A damp closed building is often heat- 
€4 before the putty has had time to eet 
or receive the first coat of paint. The 
sooner the job is dohe now, the better.

TOAD FLAX 


A large number of new infestations 
have been showing up this fall. From 
recent observations both in Saskat- 
echewan and Alberta, it would appear 
that this weed is spread mostly in the 
winter months. That is, the wind 
blows the seed around on the surface 
of the snow and in the spring and 
summer the new seedlings shoot. up 
and new infestations are established. 
The birds play an important part also 
in ‘the #pread of Toad Flax, also the 
horses grazing out in the winter will 
spread this weed in their droppings 
after biting off the seed above the 
snow. ‘Therefore tt would appear that 
it is very important to destroy the 
above ground portion of the plant be- 
fore the snow gets too deep in the fall, 
or better still before the snow falls. In 
other ‘words anyth z ydu do to pre- 
vent the seed of Toad Flax from fly- 
ing around will be time well spent. A 
g00d sugtestion would be to late-fall- 
plow the infestations and leave them 
to winter-kill, The Sodium Chlorate 
treatment is the mést economical for 
small infestations, and this can be 
done any time, even now.

DON’T BURN THE STRAW 


The dry windy spell of last spring 
brought home to’ many farmers the 
advantages of trash cover, but the les 
son seems to have been forgotten al- 
ready. Too many people are birning 
combine straw and much of their 
standing stubble. This valuable rhater- 
jal should be saved by proper use of 
a one-way disc, blade or cultivator, 
says C. H. Cheshire, Extension Agri- 
cultural Engineer, Alberta Department 
of Agrculture. If a straw spreader has 
been used “on the combine there 
should be little difficulty In. working 
the soil either through. or under this 
mulch. The benefits: gained by conser- 
vation of soil and water, and by tm- 
proved soll fertility and structure, 
make the saving of this straw essential 

Mr, Cheshire adVises that to obtain 
the greatest benefit from this straw. 
the soil should ‘be broken to a depth 
of two to three inches and as much of 
the straw as possible left on the sur- 
face. Experiments have shown that on 
rolling land the application of two 
tons of straw, per acre on the. surface, 
plus the breaking of the. soil crust, 
will reduce both run-off and soll er- 
osion to‘about 2 per cent of that on a 
bare crusted field. Although: such a 
tremendous saving canhot be expected 
on every field, says Mr. Cheshire, 
great improvement can invariatlly. be 
obtained simply by utilizing this val- 
uable by-product of our grain farming

LIBRARY NOTES 
“THE PLEASURES OF READING 
MYSTERY STORIES” 

By Howard Haycraft 

People read mystery stories for a 
variety of reasqns. Some read them to 
put themselves to sleep, others to keep 
awake; some to solve the puzzles they 
present, others for the excitement of 
the chase. But nearly everybody reads 
mystery stories today for one prime 
quality—-they are good entertainment. 

Perhaps the most striking illustra- 
tion of the place “whodunit” has come 
to occupy in modern life occurred in 
London during the great blitz of 1940. 
Nightly, at the entrances to the fetid | 
underground shelters, portable “raid 
were set 
popular demand—maystery stories and 
nothing else. 

I like, too, the suggestion of a dis- 
tinguished mystery story addict, Mr. 
Somerset Maugham, who: feels that 
modern readers have turned in such 
numbers to this form of fiction bé- 
cause here alone can they always be 
sure of a novel which tells a story. 
And it was another famous English 
writer, Philip Guedalla, who was quo- 
ted by Dorothy Sayers as calling the 
detective story “the sport of noble 
minds.” 

Certainly the mystery story has nev- 
er lacked for eminent readers. Presi- 
dents Woodrow’ Wilson and Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, General George C. Mar- 
shall, and Prime Minister Stanley 
Baldwin are just a few of the heads of 
states who have turned to mysteries 
for relaxation and stimulation in 
hours of stress and crisis. In fact, the 
first famous mystery “fan” was no 
less a person than Abraham Lincoln, 
who was a staunch admirer of Edgar 
Allan Poe, the Father of the Detective 
Story. In an early biography, pubiish- 
ed in 1860, William Dean Howells 
wrote that Lincoln “suffers no year 
to ass without a perusal” of Poe's tal- 
es of detection.

WHEAT VARIETIES 
CANADA GROWS 


Canadians may justly be proud of 
the wheat they grow. The reputati 
they have enjoyed for so many years 
has been built upon the high quality 
of the wheat for flour making purpos- 
es, and for the uniformity of the. dif- 
ferent commercial grades of wheat 
from year to year, This high standari 
has been vigilantly maintained by lic- 
ensing only varieties that have shown 
high quality not Only in the field but 
in repeated milling ang baking tests. 

For over twenty years samples 
drawn from cargoes leaving Fort Wil- 
liam, Ontario, Vancotiver, B.C., and 
as frequently as possible from Fort 
Churchill, have been analysed to 18- 
certain What varieties were. actually 
being shipped out of the country. The 
annual survey has just been comple .4 
and the data are quite gratifying. 
Thggtrend in the upper grades such 
as . 1, 2 and 3 Manitoba Northern 
has been for an increase in the a- 
mounts of Marquis and Thatcher var- 
ieties in shipments from Fort William, 
while in those from Vancouver, That- 
cher has increased very materially. 
The amount of Red Bobs fn the Fort 
William: samples has remained much 
the same’ as last season but there has 
been a decided decline ih this variéty 
appearing in the Vancouver shipments 
amounting from four to six per cert 
in the different grades. 

During the past few years the total 


ant varieties, Thatcher, Apex, Renown 
and Regent, shipped: from Fort Wlii- 
liam and Vancouver has had a‘ very 
marked ‘effect in driving out somy 14- 
ferior varieties. The ‘poor quality 
wheats have now reached trace propor 
tions. It ia expected that the Introd °- 
tion of the new Redman and Sauat. 8 
varieties will still further improve 
the quality situation, says J, G. C. 
Fraser, Cereal Division, Central Exper 
imental Farm, Ottawa. To date, neith- 
er of these two varieties has appeared 
in the annual survey, as nearly every 
bushel has béen used for seed owing 
to the great demand for such purposes 
It is estimated that there will be over 
thirteen million bushels of Redman 
and one million bushels of Saunders 
produced in 1949, much of which wit! 
be used for seed purposes. 


FARM NOTES 
FROM ABROAD 


U. K. Rations 

The British Ministry of Food. has 
announced that the pasture deteriora- 
tion caused by the recent drought has 
necessitated a reduction in milk rat 
tiens for .non-priority users. Weekly 
milk supplies have fallen. by half a 
million gallons'and non-priority users 
now receive two pints per person per 
week—one-half pint/less than the pre- 
vious allowance. 

The drop. in feed supplies has for- 
ced farmers to market livestock ear- 
lier than usual. Supplies of home-kill- 
‘ed meat during the first eight months 
of 1949 were 60 thousand tons greater 
than in the corresponding period of 
1948. This increase in home-killed 
meat plus the imported meat is tax~- 
ifug the cold storage capacity, and the 
Minister of Foog has announced a 
special bonus issue of meat equal to 


ginning September 25. It is em phasiz- 
ed that early arrival at the slaughter- 
houses of home-produced animals 
does not represent an increase in the 
meat supply, because average weights 
will be lower than normal. 
N. Z. Cheése 
Authority to manufacture modified

AUSTRALIAN WOMAN 
LED MOVEMENT FOR 
JUVENILE LIBRARY 


SYDNEY, Australia—To provide 
children with good books and social 
centres where they can meet and en- 
joy themselves, is the dual aim of the 
Children’s Library Movement in New 
South Wales. 

Founded by Mrs. Mary Matheson 
more than 25 years ago, the movement 
has ite headquarters on the outskirts 
of Sydney. In a building donated by 
the city children use the fine library 
and the well-equipped craft room or 
play outside on tree-shaded lawns. 

In addition to the centre in Sydney, 
the Children’s Library Movement now 
tis more than 25. branches in New 
South Wales, most of them in suburbs 
of Sydney or in rural areas near the 
city. eS 

Many of these: branches have their 
own children’s theatre group, and at 
most of them children are taught pup- 
petry, painting and handicrafts such 
as leatherwork and toy-making, — 

Mrs. Matheson thought of the idea 
of the movement when, as a young 
girl, she watched children playing in 
a London slum, $ ‘ 


She realized the importance of giv- 
ing underprivileged youngsters good 
books and pleasant surroundings and 
determinea to make these things avail 
able to Australian children.’ 


Mrs. Matheson had won a travelling 
scholarship to Cambridge University, 
and afetr graduating she returned to 
Australia in 192% to found‘ the Child- 
ren's Library Movement the following 
year. ne 

Raising funds was difficult at first. 
So the first children’s library had to 
be housed in a small basement at the 


meeting house of the Society of 
Friends. 
Gradually, as the public became 


aware of Mrs, Matheson's work, people 
subscribed more money. By 1934, a 
board of trustees was appointed! and’ 
the New South Wales government al- 
lowed an annual subsidy of 150 pounds 

Inspired by the movement in New 
South Wales, other Australian states 
have recently started similar move- 
ments, which are affiliated with the 


original New South Wales organiza- 


tion. 

For instance, there is now a child- 
ren’s library movement in Perth, West 
ern Australia, two in Victoria and sev- 
eral in Queensland.

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ESKIMO JUSTICE 
_ Details of the trials of two Boothia 


3 at Cambridge Bay, Northwest fos nile 
ories, on charges of aiding a 46-year 

old Eskimo woman in the ioiatatontiin 
of suicide wéte anonunced recently by 
the Department of Mines and Resour- 
ces. 

Beriykoot, 21, son of the woman, Nu- 

Kashook, was found guilty by a six- 
Man jury made up of R.C.A.F. and De- 
partment of Transport personnel who 
attached a recommendation for clem- 
ency to their verdict. He was sentenc- 
ed to one year’s imprisonment by Stip- 
enadry Magistrate A. H. Gibson, who 
presided over the trials. 
_ Iehakak, also 21, who was to some 
extent under the domination of Beriy- 
koot, ana whose part in the affair was 
a minor one, was acquitted. Both ac- 
oused had entered pleas of “not guil- 
ty.” 

Nukashook, who was in an advanced 
state of tuberculosis and in pain, had 
last summer asked her son Eerlykoot 
to help her to die, according to facts 
alleged against the two accused, Eerly- 
koot asked his friend Ishakak to help 
him, They went to the woman's tent, 
where Eeriykoot tied both ends of a 
sealskin rope, to the ridge pole so that 
the loop hung to within about two feet 
of the floor. Heriykoot helped Nuka- 
shook to dress and then Eeriykoot.and 
Ishakak helped her over to a sitting 
position beside the rope and Nuka- 
shook placed. her head through the 
loop, exhorting her son to hurry. the 
procedure. Eerlykoot pressed down on 
the back of Nukashook’s head until the 
woman was dead. : 

Evidence presented at the trial indi- 
cated that Nukashook had many times 
requested Eeriykoot to assist her to 
die. Besides her advanced state of tu- 
berculosis the Autopsy showed that her 
teeth were worn away almost to the 
gums and that she must have been in 
great pain from both these conditions, 

Eskimo witnesses stated that it had 
been an Eskimo custom to assist old 
or sick Eskimos, upon their own re- 
quest to die, and Eerlykoot himself, as 
a witness at the trial of Ishakak, said 
that he would have considered it 
wrong, not to help his mother when 
she asked him to. At the same time 
it also appears that both Eeriykoot and 
Ishakak realized that the white man 
would consider; their actions wrong, 
because Eerlykoot originally objected 
to helping Nukashook ,and Ishakak 
showed some reluctance to join with 
Eeriykoot. It was only when Nuka- 
shook said: “Very well, if you will not 
help me I will have to do it’ myself” 
that Eeriykoot. finally did as she asked. 

The manner of the assisted suicide 
supported the idea of Eskimo custom 
because all parties seemed to know ex- 
actly what was expected of them. The 
act proceeded without concealment, 
and as soon as Nukashook was dead 
the neighbors were informed and they 
assisted in the burial. 

Both accused were shown to be in- 
telligent types. They are able to read 
and write syllabic Eskimo, and seemed 
to grasp the essential factors involv- 
ed in the trials. 

Eerlykoot will serve his séntence at 
Cambridge Bay, He apparently will 
not be in close confinement, and the 
only real factor of punishment will 
probably be his isolation from the rest 
of his own people at Beothia Peninsu- 
la.

On the morning of September 2, pri- 
or to the trials, preliminary hearings 
were held before Inspector Lapointe of 
the R. C. M. P. acting as & justice of 
the peace by whom the prisoners were 
committed.for trial. —

MAKE SURE OF 
SEED SUPPLIES 

Farmers in many partes of Alberta 
will find that germination of oats and 
barley has been seriously affected by 
frost. While still too early to appraise 
this damage, past experience has 
shown that when eight or more deg- 
rées of frost have oecurred which ex- 
tended for a period of eight or nine 
hours,.some damage has taken place. 
This may be evident even though the 
grain has reached ha stiff dough 
stage. 

A. M. Wilson, Alberta's Fiela Crops 
Commissioner, suggests that in such 
areas seed selection be made trom 
those parts of the crop that were rip- 
est and suffered least damage. This 
grain-should then be threshed separ- 
ately, binned separately, kept dry, and 
tested for germination. Those who find 
that no portion of their crop is fit for 
seed are advised to estimate their 
needs now, make enquiries for suitable 
seed in their districts or within easy 
trucking distance, and arrange to ob- 
tain the necessary seed without delay. 
Unless this is done, the grain will 
move intq commercial channels and a 
worthwhile opportunity will be lost. 

In districts where a shortage of 
seed is indicated, this is the time to 
list requirements with Municipal Ser- 
vice Board officials or with municipal 
secretaries. If prompt action is taken 
to record local shortages, carloads of 
seed can be etnwes | in for purchase by 
farmers. 

Before requesting that seed be ship- 
ped in, farmers:are urged to make 
every endeavour:to, ,obtain suitable 
seed in their districts. The ._ purchase 
of locally grown seed will reduce costs 
by eliminating freight and handling 
charges. Whatever the source of the 
seed, make sure that its use will not 
complicate your weed problem, warns 
Mr. Wilson. The presence of wild oats, 
tartary buckwheat, or seeds of the 
more persistent perennials may” make 
what appears like good seed the most 
expensive grain éver purchased.

Last week we held jud- 
ging competitions in food and clothing 
at Olds School of Agriculture. Bach 
team of girls gave a demonstration, 
One food team which impressed ‘many 
of us showed a contrast between good 
and poor lunches. 

One girl had a brown paper sack 
from which she extracted a coke, jam 
sandwiches and a chocolate bar, She 
wasn’t hungry so she didn't even fin- 
ish that. Yet assuming that she eats 
an excellent lunch ang dinner she still 
cannot possibly receive her day’s quota 
of energy providing and body building 
and repairing food essentials. 

A classroom check of this girls’ at- 
ytendance and marks would in most 
éases indicate that she lacks some- 
thing essential—more than likely not 
scholastic ability. but rathér good 
wholesomé food. 

The second girl had hot milk soup 
in a thermos, meat sandwiches, an 
apple and carrot sticks. Not much and 
not elaborate but what a difference in 
food yalue! This girls’ records should 
show higher marks, more energy and 
better attendance than the friend.

In his address he dealt with many of 
the troublesome problems that con- 
cern thé. government at the ~ present’ 
time, particularly the devaldation of 
the British pound ang the Canadian 
dollar and teminded the government 
of the struggle that was put up by the 
Social Credit members in Deceraer 
1945 Against the passage of the Bre- 
ton-Wooda agreement, a piece of leg- 
islation that. was supported by Li «r- 
als, Progressive Conservatives, with 
one exception, and the,.C.C.F. He also 
dealt with. many matters that have 
taken place since the.election on June 
27th and gave the government some 
good advice on how to deal with them 
Only a few speeches were made on 


Mr. Coldwell’s amendment and a re-}. 


corded vote was then taken. On this 
occasion, however, Liberal members 
in the House at the time voted against 
the amendment, while it was sup »1-: 
ed by the C.C,F., Progressive Conser- 
vatives, Social. Crediters and all the 
Independents; except’ one, who voted 
with the government. I feel it is nao- 
essary to bring thia to the attent'on 
of the people as the means test is one 
of the most objectionable features of 
our present Old Age Pensions legisla- 
tion and government candidates dur- 
ing the election campaign were loud 
in their promises with regard to bet- 
ter Old Age Pension legislation.

At the time of writing this column 
the House ia still dealing’ with a bill 
to ameng' the . Supreme Court Act, 
which In effect will mean that there 
will be no moré appeals to the Privy 
Council and I may say that this legie- 
lation is a lawyer's picnic and is rath- 
er long drawn out..Some other minor 
pieces of legislation are also on the 
Order Paper, but rather slow progress 
is being made. Up to the present time 
estimates of the Department of Agri- 
culture have been dealt with on quite 
a few occasions and we have already 
made a start on the estimates of the 
Department of Veterans Affairs.. At 
my request to this Department, the 
Minister of Veterans Affairs, the Hon- 
ourable Mr. Gregg, gave the following 
information with regard to soldier set- 
tlers of Great War I:—-At the end of 
September last. 1,950 settlers are still 
in debt to the directar of Soldier Set- 


tlement. The average debt stands at 
$1,144.55 ang the total amount invol- 
ved is $2,231,881.00. During the calén- 


dar, year 1948 and 1949 to the end of 
September, 1,039 of those settlers paid 
off their debt and acquired clear titles. 
During the same period 496 were giv- 
en reductions of debt.to the amount of 
$182,515.88, which amounts to an av- 
erage of $367.97 in each case. The 
smallest reduction granted, $18.25 and 
the, largest $1,998.13, 

I am giving this information at this 
time, as I have’ been following up this 
matter since 1937 ang hope to have an 
opportunity of discussing a resolution 
dealing with clear titles in the very 
near future. It will be remembered 
that the Special Committee on Veter- 
ans Affairs in June, 1948, unanimously 
recommended to the government that 
all soldier settlers of Great War I be 
given clear titles without further pay- 
ment, but the government so far has 
refused to act on this recommenda- 
tion. 


In my next report I hope to be able 
to give information on further mat- 
ters, but must content myself with the 
information given so far.
